many places the tiillii of the doors and windows, 
the tops of fences, &c., covered with pnwder 
or with tbe grit and sand and plaster ncattered 
hy the explosion. Tbeae lut penetrated into 
many rooms, eoveriaf tbe beddi^d aaatels. 
tablea, &c. 

All realiied at once that there had been a 
very aerioua destmction of property— but tbe 
grant fear tbat animated tU, wu u to tbe 
kilind and wounded. As many were hurrying 
to the scene of the explosion, they met a crowd 
carrving from bia residence to the Lee Honse, 
tbe body of William P. Cenwell, Bsq.,— one of 
tbe ableet sad sooadast lawyers ia Kestaeky-* 
who wu bleedlsf profnsely, and in the ooa- 
fasion anppoasd to be grestly mangled and 
almoet lifelsas. Saeb a aoeae, a distaace of 
two aqnaras from tbe nagbiine, sppaUed 
many — who even now, thirty boors after the 
calamity, can scarcely realize tbat in the 

firovidence of God not a single human being 
oat bis life, and that with one exception no 
individual wu dangerously hurt, and very 
few were wounded at all.

Every boor develope damage ia aome shspe or 
for* aot before obeerved— macb of which 
eaa aerer be remedied. 

The effect ia Aberdeea aod Eut Uaysville 
was in proportioa to that ezperieaced here. 
The same scenes of terror were witnessed, 
similar agonizing screams of mothers for 
their children heard, and pierciag criea of 
children for their parents. Wiaoows were 
broken, walls iprvag, door-belle mg, rocks 
and gravel baried aboat, damage ereiywhere 
and all side*. 

The report of tbe explosion was heard for 
many miles in every direction— at Poplar 
Plains, miie« distant, on a steamboat 42 
miles up tbe river, at Hillsboro, 0., 40 miles 
off. &c. 

.\t Orangeburg, 7 miles off. i hinawure was 
shaken otf the taljle. .At John Wt-llu's, 1 
mile this side Orang<-barp, windows were 
broken .\t iM-i.rt,'e I.. Fnrman'ii. .XJ milc.j 
South from this, windows were broken and a 
boy thrown out of bed. -Near Helena, 12 
mile* distant, .Negroes were tbrown out of 
bed. I'D the farm of Henry Waller, li 
miles over tbe hill back of tbe magazine, 
windows w.-re broken and shingles lorti f.'om 
the roof of his gardener's house. A stone 
was tbrown through tKn r(„,f of William 
Hedrick's boose, half u m\.v over tbe high 
bill. A stable-door was barsted in and toe 
stile splintered, at George Cox's, \ \ miles be- 
low tbe magazine. 

A gentlemaa who waa op at the time, and 
givea oae of the moot practical descriptions 
of tbe aceae tbat we bave heard, distinctly 
saw a large tbree-atory warehoue vibrate 
aboot a foot, aear tbe roof, dnriag tbe general 
quaking prodooed by tbe ezplosioa. This 
quaking must bave lasted nearly half a minate. 

Tuesday oioming. lOo'elock.— Webave just 
returned from a short walk aroaad two or 
three squares. Tbe clink of the hammer may 
be heard in every bouse, and oar city is a 
perfect bee-hi e. Citisens have turned car- 
peatera and doers-of-all-work, and ure che^r- 
fnlly trying to rise above their misfortuneii 
and outgrow tbe immense damage done to all. 

It is a curious sight to observe windows 
filled with hoards jf al! Lu'rs ;ind colors, with 
signs, box-tops, fragments of awnings, new 
cotton, &c , &c., — to keep out the sun and 
rain. All the sash and gla.ss in tbe city was 
taken up promptly, aad tbe supply is very far 
short i f the demand. Orders have been sent 
olf fur large supplies. TL" i-st f^•>•ling pre- 
vails among all cla.ssfs, thus - who are least 
damaged patient. y waiting for tbe most urgent 
damages to be brst repaired. The ladies of 
tbe different Churches bave taraod oot to aa- 
sist in cleaning tbem up. 

Ben Logan- an honest and very indtutriooa 
Negro man lost nearly everything, and yet 
wo have not heard a more ' b' trfu! vo.ce or 
seen more willing hands. He bud ten hogs 
in pens aboat 2t>*< feet from the magazine, 
four of which were killed, aod tbe balance it 
was supposed to have been blown op into tbe 
air and carried "tu the place where all good 
hogs go." Two of them were found thia morn. 
iog, aod seemed to bave bad their natures 
cbaaged while abseat ia parts uakaown. 
Wbea cora wu offered tbem, tbey did not 
aeem to kaow what it was or wbj it was 
girea tbem. 

We regret to observe a geaeral dispoaition 
OB tbe part of tbe citiseas to ove^estimate 
the damage doae. It ia certainly bad oaougb 
as it is, without aa effort to prodace aa im- 
pression that it is very much greater tbao is 
really true. Some of our citiieaa most ex- 
perienced in building say the damage cannot 
exceed $40,000. while other* vary from that 
opto f T.'j.tXH.) and $100,000. The latter figure, 
we are now sutislied, is too high entirely.

No similar disaster is remembered, in tbe 
world's bistonr, where ao little injary to life 
resulted amidat SBob iMMMa awl gaaarai 
danger. 

Nearly every door in the city, and in Aber- 
deea aad East Maysville that fronted towarda 
tbe maguioe, was bnn<t opea — tbe looka 
breakiag, or tbe hinges aad screws giving 
way -aad ia many cases large and tolerably 
stroag doors of storee and dwellings were 
abiTored aad apUatered to pleoee. Many 
were fatoed off aad hlowa eatirely 
tbe rooma witk raariiarabh vtehaea.

The family of Johnson Jackioo, oeeapyiag 
t&e frame dwelling about 100 yards above 
the magazine, were so staaaod by tbe explo- 
sion that they bad jnat recovered coascionaess, 
26 miaates afterwards, wbea peraoos reached 
tbe bouse to inquire as to aay personal in- 
jnriea. Some 40 atones, from \ to lo pounds 
weight, pierced tbe front of the bouse, but 
none of tbe family were harmed. 

The whole bodr of water in the river wu 
urged towards the Ohio shore, snddealy risiag 
oa tbat shore several feet. Tbe steam ferry- 
lioat WM lifted op ao violently, tbat tbe 
watchman waa fearful of an explosion. 

We saw in the ceiling of J. A. Bierbower'a 
house, a stone weighing some 20 ponads, which 
tad fallen throagh tbe roof aad broken off 
the plastering and part of tbe lathiag — imme- 
diately over tbe bead of a little child sleep- 
ing in tbe bed beneath.
